The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Que, Anal. 
Chem. 2002, 74, 5184-5191 is considered to be the closest art. However, it is not 
available under 35 U.S.C. 102 (A) because the inventive entity of the instant case is the 
same as authorship of the article. The claims are considered to be fully supported by 
application 60/426,919. As such. Que, Anal. Chem. 2002, 74, 5184-5191 is not 
considered to be prior art. Gjerde (U.S. Patent No. 6,066,258) and Liao (U.S. Patent 
No. 5,647,979) are considered to be the closest prior art because Gjerde (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,066,258) discloses a monolith with a cyano group and Liao (U.S. Patent No. 
5,647,979) discloses bisacrylamide as a crosslinking agent. The case has been 
allowed because the claimed combination would not have been obvious from Gjerde 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,066,258) and Liao (U.S. Patent No. 5,647,979).
